Toe geysers 
and boiling- spr'ngs of that region In- 
dicate terrific temperatures to b* 
found not far underground.

Doubt- 
less the, Yellowstone was the scene of 
tremendous eruptive activity not very 
long ago. 


The engineers look with wistful eye 


at the possibilities of that national 


! park as a source of electrical power. 


i They say those possibilities are un- 
limited. It will be cheap power, the 
most attractive thing In the world to 
the manufacturer. Henc*, perhaps be- 
fore the end ot th* present century, 
new and prosperous Industrial dtles 
will arise In that part of the country, 
TltalUed by electricity derived from : 
the volcanic plants of the Yellowstone. : 


The requisite experimental work has 


already been done, largely, at Itast, In 
Italy. 
The Italian engineers have ' 


solved the chief problems. One impor-

cans* It contains corrosive chemical 
salts. They employ tb* subterranean 
TUpfpf ft* fuel to make Ftefttn fV"n 
pore water.
